WARD LINE MEN MAY STRIKE. 


Ultimatum from Firemen’s Union, De- 
manding Action To-day. 


The Ward Line is again threatened ‘with 
a strike among its firemen. The men are 
demanding a favorable answer to-day, 
with the alternative threat that they will 
quit on all the boats of the company.

The communication 
to the Ward, Line states, according to its 
officers, that unless the company accedes 
to the union demand a strike will follow 
automatically on the announcement. The 
strike, if it occurs, will affect about .500 
men employed on 22 vessels.

DR. E. L. COCKS DIES OF HEAT. 


Leading ‘Dermatologist Was Overcome 
in a Harlem Hospital Clinic. 


Dr. Hdmund.L. Cooks, who was over- 
come by heat last Friday while attending 
a clinic in‘ Harlem Hospital, died yester- 
day morning in his home in Rockaway 
Park, L. I. His city home was at 156 
West. 119th Street. 

Dr. Cocks was born April 80, 1856, and 
was graduated from Bellevue Médical 
College in 1885.. For many years he had 
been regarded as a leading authority in 
dermatology. He was Visiting Dermatol- 
ogist to Randall's Island, Chief. Derma- 
tologiat on the staff of Harlem Hospital 
and Clinical Assistant at the Skin and 
Cancer Hospital. He was a member of 
several medical societies, and former 
President of the Harlem Medical Associa- 
tion. He was also a member of the fao- 
ulty of Fordham University, holding: the 
Chair of Dermatology. 

Dr. Cocks was a frequent contributor to

magazines. His articles commanded at- 
tention in the~ medical world and were 
translated into several foreign languages. 
He was a delegate to the International 
Congress of Dermatologists held in Lon- 
don in 1896. 

The funeral services will be held Friday 
night in his city residence at 8 P, M, 
Burial. will be in Woodlawn on Saturday.

In view of the hot wave Health Commis- 
sioner Lederle had bulletins posted yes- 
terday in conspicuous places telling of the 
cause, prevention, and treatment of sun- 
stroke and heat prostration. The ‘treat~ 
ment prescribed is that which ambulance 
surgeons all over the city use. It.is to be 
noted that the treatment. for sunstroke 
prescribes the application of ice'and the 
giving of cool drinks, whereas the treat- 
ment of p tion by heat calls for the 
application 6f warm restoratives only. 

“ Sunstroke.is caused primarily by ex- 
cessive heat,” the bulletin reads. “‘ The 
constant drinking of alcohol, or even @ 
single excess; is one of the greatest of the 
contributing causes. Other contributing 
or predisposing causes are overexertion or 
exhaustion, excitement, loss of sleep, 
worry, lack of ventilation, overeating, and 
eating of indigestible foods.” 

As to prevention the bulletin states: 

“On hot days wear thin clothing and 
avoid the sun’s rays. If obliged to work 
in/the sun, wet the hair —— with 
cold water. Take baths often, at least 
once a day. Drink considerable ‘quantities 
of cool water, (not ice water,) for the 
purpose of inducing —— Free 
| pak iration prevents the from be- 

ming overheated. If a ina feeling is 
—— apply cold water to head and 
take a rest." 

As to the treatment. of sunstroke and 
prostration: 

“If sunstroke the skin will be-hot and 
dry. Loosen patient’s tight elothing. Pour 
| cold water over head and face, and if 
| very hot rub body with ice. Let patient 
swallow cool drinks of water. No aleo- 
holic stimulants. 

“If prostrated by exhaustion and ox, 
cessive heat, the patient will be eal 
faint. Remove to shade, place on ix 
with head on level with body, loosen all 
tight clothing, and,rub hands and feet 
until circulat on is restored. Bathe face 
and body with warm water, and atk, 
warm cloths to the latter. Give hot dr 
\tea, coffee, milk, or water.”

Seven of the newest British oceangoing 
torpedo boat destroyers have been put 
out‘of action by overstraihing their hulls 
whte under full-speed trials in the heavy 
sea of the English’ Channel. The de- 
stroyers reached Portland in. such a 
leaky condition that all available divers 
were requisitioned ‘to closé the gaps in 
their seams pending -docking.

@ speed of 28 knots through the rough 
water. The rivets of the. plates were 
started in all. directions, opening gaps 
which caused the water to pour in on 
the oil bunkers, rendering the fuel use- 
less.

CITY HALL PARK SCHEME. 

To-day is appointed for the hearing 
of the protests against the Stilwell 
bill, now in the hands of«the Mayor. 
This bill, which was “railroaded” in| 
the Senate and rushed through the 
Assembly with unconstitutional infor- 
mality, provides for the erection of the 
new law courts In City Hall Park. That 
is its real purpose, however it may be 
velled in words. It also deprives the 
Board of Estimate of authority in the 
selection of a site. That body must 
approve the sité selected by the Court 
House Board within four months or. 
the Court House must be built in City 
Hall Park. 

The’ Board of Aldermen has passed 
a resolution protesting against fur- 
ther encroachment of City Hall Park. 
The Bar Association, the City Club, 
and various prominent civic asso- 
clations have vigorously opposed the 
selection of the park site. Yet! the 
Stilwell bill was passed’ in defiance of 
public opinion, it is known to have 
strong backing, and even if the Mayor 
should veto it, it may be passed over 
his veto and signed by the Governor. 
It looks like a shabby trick, and the 
people who would save the old City 
Hall as a historic monument, and re- 
store the park in which it, stands, 
must have their wits about them. 


NEGOTIATE AND CO-OPERATE. 

It is evident that there are lemgths 
beyond which the city cannot push the 
Interborough, and that they have been 
reached. The Interborough; as the 
Mayor has remarked, has made its bar- 
gain as far ahead-as the battle of Wa- 
terloo lies behind, and that is farther 
than most men can foresee the course 
of events. If now the city adopts a 
mistaken policy for purposes of punish- 
ment of the Interborough, it is far more 
likely to punish the city than the un- 
fortunate corporation. The Interbor- 
ough can be punished only by such a 
policy of subway construction as shall 
make the city over, instead of adapt- 
ing subway construction to the normal 
development of the city. It is incredi- 
ble how slowly cities adapt themselves 
to such straitjackets’ designed to. divert 
their growth along lines other than 
those dictated by natural methods of 
selection. And it ig astounding what 
wrecks and wastes of values result from 
such abnormal diversions of travel. It 
was thought that the original Brooklyn 
Bridge would mold the city to its ter- 
minals, and every other part of Brook- 
lyn has altered more than the region 
around the Brooklyn terminal. Such 
stimulus as the bridge gave to Brooklyn 
was felt in its outer ring at the cost 
of stagnation in the older sections of 
the city. In like manner, 
prospérity was induced in the Bronx, 
but only at the cost of retarding growth 
‘in other directions. £ Tee a tte 
At atime when the city is contem- 
plating subways on fivefold the scale 
of the original construction, it is to be 
hoped-that it will not commit faults of 
design on the.same proportion. The

Popular opinion. which did so much to 
secure approval of the McAneny report 
may even prod an impression upon 
the stubborn Interborough itself, now 
that it perceives the error of being: too 
dictatorial. 


THE INTOLERABLE LEGISLATURE. 
When told that the art of playing 
the bagpipe was very difficult to ac- 
quire, Dr. JoHNsON said that. he wished 
to Gop it were impossible. A great 
majority of the péople of this State, 
‘we think, would express a similar wish 
in respect to the Legislature—that 
these torrid heats might make a con- 
tinuance of the session not merely un- 
comfortable, but out of the question, 

The prolongation of the session of 
the Legislature from -January to mid- 
summer is a nuisance, and something 
more then a nuisance. The Legislature 
usually adjourns by the middle of May, 
or éarlier. - Even though the. three 
months’ struggle over the election of 
a Senator practically prevented the ac- 
complishment of any legislative work, 
there was no good and sufficient rea- 
son why the legislators should not 
have finished their -labors six weeks 
ago and betaken themselves to their 
homes,. We are now in the dead sea- 
son when persons who ordinarily inter- 
est themselves in public affairs are, 
many of them, away from their homes 
or out of the cauntry; the Legislature 
is considering and passing measures 
of grave public importance, some of. 
them exceédingly unwise. It has pre- 
pared and in the midst of this terri- 
ble hot wave it brings forth a new 
charter for the City of New York. 

It could not possibly have chosen 
@ more unpropitious moment. No- 
body wants to think of new charters 
or new laws with the thermometer in 
the 90s; moreover, a charter,. like a 
Constitution, should be prepared by 
men chosen because of their compe- 
tence for such a work, and it should 
be drawn up with care and delibera- 
tion. Nobody suggests that this Legis- 
lature or any of its committees has 
any special fitness for a task of that 
nature, and the public has no knowl- 
edge that the churter under considera- 
tion at Albany has been)prepared with 
care or with due knowledge of the 
needs of New York City. It will come 
forth from the printing office at a 
timé when there will be few to exam- 
ine it with diligence or to make known 
their protests or suggestions of change. 
This is a véry reckless way of legisilat- 
ing for a city of nearly 5,000,000 in- 
habitants. ‘ 

There is a very great probability 
that the Charter bill will be passed be- 
fore there is time to give it much con- 
sideration, even before a great part of 
the people of the city fully understand 
that the city is to have a new charter. 
The Governor's Conservation bill, the 
Stilwell bill to destroy the City Hall 
Park by erecting a Court House there- 
in, and somé of Mr. GRavr’s strange 
financial measures have been passed in 
that way. The intolerable prolonga- 
tion of the session affords the. opportu- 
nity for foolish and mischievous law- 
making, because it is well-nigh impos- 
sible at this time of the year to arouse 
and- give proper expression to public 
opinion. A New York Legislature sit- 
ting in-the month of July is not only 
a nuisance, it is a source of danger. 








SUICIDES AND NEWSPAPERS. 
The American Academy of Medicine 
and the American Medical Association 
are laboring under a delusion that is 
unworthy of doctors. The last issue of 
the Jqurnal of the American Medical 
Association publishes a plan of inquiry 
into the possible suggestive influence of 
the publication of details about.suftides 
in newspapers: i * 
The Coroners in large eſtles should 
keep data showing (a) dates of promi- 
nent ‘publication of details and methods 
of suicides, (b) dates of subsequent sul- 
ojdes, grouping the cases by methods, 
(c) direct evidence obtained by investi 
gation at inquésts. 
The papers should refrain from pub- 
lishing such néws for a month, and . 
then all should simultaneously publish 
prominently. an account of one such 
ease. Again they should refrain from 
such ‘publication: for a month; mean- 
while accurate, records of cases. and 
methods should be kept. If the results 
indicate a direct relationship,.the pub- 
lication of such news should be rec-

“STANDARD” BREAD, 

The Dietetic and Hygienic Gazette 
for July comments upon the discussion 
in England during the past two or three 
months as to what kind of bread should 
b® deemed and designated “ standard.” 
The British dietetists have condemned 
the “overmilled” white bread flour, 
produced by the steel rollers of mills in 
the United States. “White flour, they 
say, has lost its chief nutritive proper- 
ties, whereas the “ entire wheat ”’ flour, 
which is intermediate between Graham 
and the “overmilled” vartéty, con- 
tains a higher-percentage of protein 
and phosphate. | ; 

The British scientific men seem to 
ignore the series of feeding tests, re- 
cently conducted by Prof. SNYDER of 
Minneapolis for the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, which showed 
that young and healthy men, fed upon 
breads made from Graham; “ entire | 
wheat,” and ordinary white, flour, di- 
gested the white bread best and assim- 
flated the largest proportion of its con- 
stituents. Instead, LeonarpD Hiun and 
MARTIN FLAcK have published the rec- 
ord of their experiments in feeding rats 
with different grades of flour, and find 
that they flourish best upon the bak- 
ings of the entire wheat; the Liverpool 
School -of Tropical Medicine*arrives at 
like conclusions in feeding pigeons. 

We judge from the experiments of 
the British scientists that the “ stand- 
ard” flour and bread for rats and 
pigeons should be of the entire wheat 
and that the standard bread for men, 
judged by its assimilative properties, 
should be composed of the refined white 
flour. Constituents which white bread 
lacks may easily be supplied in meats 
and other foods from which they can 
be. more conveniently assimilated. 














Of course it fs only in the popular 
sense that we say the hot weather kills 
persons, It really does no such thing.

is not begrudged, even by those who find 
it hard jo get, Now the same or a less 
expenditure would render our houses in 
Sunimer as much cooler than the outside 
air as they are warmer than it is in 
Winter, and mechanical ingenuity ‘s 
quite capable of making the heating plant 
of one season serve as & cooling plant in 
the other. : 
This would be particularly easy 
where the Winter use of hot water cr 
steam has compelled the construction of 
a. pipe system. running from a common 
centre to “radiators” of one form or 
another in every room.

Naturally, the Commercial Construction 
Company did not like that sort of 
arithmetic, and the eminent politicians 
interested in it took the case to the 
Appellate Division. They wasted their

Concerning. your correspondents’ kicks on 
mortgage eharks, who want legislation and 
other dreadful things done to prevent the charg. 
ing of @ bqnus for borrowing money on second 
mortgage, the remedy that such prevention 
would effect tg within the réach of every éne. 
It is, not to borrow money on second mort- 
gage. The prevention of the bonus will effect- 
ively prevent borrowing money on second mort- 
gage. Lending money on second mortgage is ¢@ 
very precarious business. Not only must the 
lender look more closely into the value of the 
property, since he is close to the top of the 
value, but he must have énough otlier money, 
idle or in a liquid state, to pay off the first 
mortgage if it has to be paid and the owner 
cannot pay it. He must also watch to age that 
interest and the terms of the first mortgage 
are carried out. 

‘A second mortgage lender must be a real 
estate expert, shrewd in the ‘Intricate devices 
that are laid to catch the unwary lender. He 
has to have lawyers and the knowledge neéces- 
sary to descend quickly to prevent loss, fraud, 
and to protect himself, and, most costly ofall, 
he must have money lying idle. Nobody would 
go to all this expense and trouble to loan 
money on second mortgage unless he could get 
& bonus in addition to the interest. The law 
allows some 2 or 8 per cent. per month to the 
pawnbroker as @ reqsonable compensation, yet 
the pawnbBroker makes only first mortgage 
loana on chattels, and gets possession of the 
security besides. Gecond mortgage lending is 
infinitely more risky than the business of a 
pawnbroker.

With reference to the ordinance. re. 
quiring dogs to be muzzled or held in 
leash during the Summef months, you ask 
why other months are not included, stat- 
ing that hydrophobia exists as much in 
one month as in another. It seems worth 


‘considering whether the other months 


ought not to be included.. Rabies is not 


the only source of injury and death from 
dogs, and while protection during four 
months is better than none, it would seem 
to be necessary all the time. 

June 9 and Sept..6, 1910, you published 
letters showing reports, in the dally press, 
of about eighty persons bitten by. dogs 
in this locality in ten. months, at least 
twenty cases of. irijury being serious and 
resulting in at least seven deaths. These 
reports were those casually noticed, 
chiefly in Tap Trews. The last few 
mionths have brought numerous. injuriés 
and some deaths. Tum Times reports the 
following: 

Dec. 18, “a wild struggle with a rabid 
dog”’ by a ferry ticket seller, who had his 
shoe torn from his foot and was bitten 
several times; Deg. 16, the death of a man 
in New Hampshire: rabies due to a 
bite three years before; Dec. 29, the bit- 
ing of a Long Island boy, “in the wrist 
and forearm’ when he attempted to 
drive a dog from “several small girls 
and boys’’; Jan. 19, the biting of twenty 
persons fn Passaic, one a MUttle girl who 
was felled to the ground and: had her 
clothing torn and leg bitten;.on the same 
date, the death of a Brooklyn boy from 
rabies ‘due tothe bite of a stray terrier;

Dr, Doty Convinced That Five-Day Pe- 


riod ig Not Sufficient to Keep 
Out the Scourge. 


The death in Brooklyn on Tuesday of An- 
na Nitti from cholera has furnished con- 
clusive evidence to Dr. A. H. Doty, Health 
Officer of the Port, of the truth of the 
Opinion he has long held, that cholera 
spread from apparently healthy persons 
long after the world-recognized period of 
incubation. One immediate result is that 
after a conference-in Washington yester- 
day with Dr. Wyman, Surgeon General 
of the Marine Hospital Corps, the period 
of observation and detention at Quaran- 
tine has been extended from five to ten 
days. 

Persons carrying with them the germs 
of cholera and still unaffectea by the 
disease are known as cholera carriers. 
Dr. Doty has been investigating the sub- 
ject for a year or more. He says that 
while the question as to how long car- 
riers remain active. is still a matter of 
speculation, the death of the Brooklyn 
woman and the Italian boy at Auburn has 
shown the Quarantine authorities that as 
@ safeguard the ‘period of quarantine 
must be extended. This is the view taken 
by Surgeon General Wyman and the ten- 
day quarantine period will be established 
for every health station controlled by he 
Federal Government. 

“Now that we have learned of — 
carriers, the old belief that cholera must 
develop in a short period is dispelled,” 
said Dr. Doty yesterday. ‘It was this 
belief that gave rise to the present chol- 
era quarantine of five days. The spread 
of cholera throughout the world, I believe, 
coulé be traced to cholera carriers. We 
have discovered: persons, . apparently 
healthy, who have been carriers, of the 
disease. Such persons have gone over the 
accepted period of quarantine or infection

when the disease manifested itself. 

“This year brought two interesting 
cases on the steamship Laura.

found to be loaded with cholera germs. 
The headache powders seemed to start 
the disease into activity. By the next 
morning one of them “was dead. 

“These are some of the things that 
have convinced me that the common 
method of cholera transmission through- 
out the world is the cholera carrier, and 
that the five-day quarantine is entirely 
rinadequate to prevent the disease: from 
spreading. I believe, however, that there 
is not the slightest chance of the disease 
getting a foothold in this country.”

Hitting 
Mathewson often and opportunely, the 
Quakers. captured the first engagement 6 
to 4. The League leaders showed a decid- 
ed reversal in offense and defense in the 
second contest and were decisively beaten, 
10 to 1. Out‘of the five games the Phillies 
won four straight..and used the over- 
rated Giants as a stepping stone to the 
leadership. Two, 6f their victories, the 
first and last, were earnéd against the 
famous Mathewson.

ing had been underway very long in some 
of the interior grain markets wheat had 
advanced between 1% and 2 cents a bushel 
and corn between 4 cents and 5 cents a 
bushel, Transactions in these markets 
were unusually heavy, and the course of 
the trading indicated a disposition to ac- 
cept without question the unfayorable re- 


that such damage reports as those that 
found their way to the grain markets and 
Stock Exchanges yesterday are much 
more often than not considerably exag- 
gerated. One effect of this damage news 
unquestionably will be to lessen the free- 
dom with which the forthcoming Gov- 
ernment reports will be accepted as a re- 
flection of current: crop conditions and 
to make it all the more necessary in 
reading that report to take into considera- 
tion the weather conditions prevailing 
during the ten days intervening between 
its publication and the date as of which 
it was made up.* . 

Even after making allowance for prob- 
able exaggeration, the crop news yester- 
day proved a generally disturbing factor 
in the stock market, and most of. the 
active stockg suffered net losses in ex- 
cess of a point. For some of the day’s 
declines explanations were at hand in ad- 
dition to the general influence of the 
crop news. Thus en initial logs of 8% 
points and a net decline for the day of 
8 points in Canadian Pacific and losses 
averaging a point in the three Erie is- 
sues were prompted by the denial of 
the former road that it is acquiring con- 
trol of the Erie, or is even planning a 
working arrangement with it, Despite 


the reports from Canadian sources that 


Canadian Pacific was buying control of 
Erie, it was nevér believed in well-in- 
formed circles here that such a transac- 
tion was under way, although credence 
has been given to the Ifkelihood of a 
traffic alliance between the two roads. 
So far as the recent buying of the Erie 
shares is concerned, .{t is learned that 
much of this has been by English and 
Dutch investors, who have lately added 
largely to their Erie holdings.

The week's record of events in the steel 
trade presented in the trade reviews sup- 
plies further evidence of the continued 
The blast 
furgaces of the Steel Corporation were 
being. operated last week at 78 per cent. 
of their capacity, which compares with 
only 63 per cent. at about the time the 
revision in prices of steel products was 
announced five weeks ago. The Iron 
Age’s figures of pig iron production for 
the month of June showed a falling off 
as compared \with the previous: month, 
but this was due entirely to rediced out- 
put by merchant: furnaces, the iron qut- 
put of. the steel companies having in- 
creased during June. The very satisfac- 
tory character of the steel trade reviews 
helped to throw some light on the fact, 
which was again noted yesterday, that 
United States Steel was much firmer 
than the other leading active issues.
